MURDERED BY A MOB. 


Two Prisoners Killed and Their Bodies 
Mutilated by Lynchers. 


MEMPHIg, July 14.—About two months 
ago Rufus Armistead was assassinated near 
Horn Lake, Miss., by Ed. Nelms, colored, 
because Armistead’s brother when Deputy 
Sheriff of De Soto County, Miss., a year ago, 
killed Nelms’ brother who, resisted arrest, 
having been charged witn horse-stealing. 
The assassination created indignation. 
Nelms, the murderer, was pursued to Tunica 
county bottoms, and together with his broth- 
er, Prentiss Nelms, and Tom Konkey, as ac- 
complices, arrested. Ed. Nelms, the assas- 
sin, was conveyed to jailin Hernando, and 
Prenties Nelms and Tom Konkey lodged in 
Tunica county jail. Last Saturday 
morning while the two latter prisoners were 
being conveyed to Hernando, a body of 
masked men stopped the officers having the 
prisoners in charge and took possession of the 
two men. The officers returned to Austin for 
assistance. Returning they found the two 
prisoners dead, with their throats cut 
from ear to ear, their bowels protruding from 
numberless wounds iuflicted with knives and 
a rope around each of their necks. An indig- 
nation meeting was held at Austin Monday, 
at which resolutions condemning the act were 
passed. Committees were appointed of whites 
and blacks to ferret out the murderers. 


A HORRIBLE ACCIDENT.

At 4:55 he sat up on 
his cot, made,of a network of cords stretched 
on a light ashen frame, and gargled. At 4:53 
a party of ladies and gentlemen entered the 
hal, and Dr. Tuttle, one of their number, 
asked Dr. Tanner whether he would like some 
music. He said he would be glad to hear 
some. They entered the nort J ryt where 
there is a piano, and sang, What must it be 
to be there.“ 

**More,’’ said Dr. Tanner in a loud voice to 
the singers from his cotin the south gallery. 
A moment afterward he asked them to sing 
„All hail the power of Jesus’ name.“ They 
eomplied, and the faster led the applause. 
This hymn was followed by several others. 

The red glow in Dr. Tanner’s face was 
quite as apparent and encouraging yesterday 
as it was on Saturday. When be came back 
from a constitutional walk last evening 
through Union Square, he had a fine color in 
his face. His step was steady, but it was not 

Prof. Wark, one of the watchers, 
him, bearing in 
a graduated glass con- 
taining water with which the faster 
could rinse his mouth when he felt 
so disposed. The casual pedestrians in the 
square had no idea of the real uses of this 
glass, and they probably mistook him for an 
apothecary going hometo supper. If any 
persons particularly noticed the smaller man 
walking his side, they probably mistook 
him fora Scotch New Lieht minister meditat- 
ing his —— sermon. His feet were plant- 
ed steadily before him. His shoulders, over 
which ves he thin alpaca coat, were square, 
but his thin face, fast becoming spirituelle, 
was held forward, and his large gray eyes 
were cast on the ground before him. hen 
the pair arrived at the fountain they took 
seats On a setiee on the northwest side. Many 
children were toddling about the rim of the 
fountain, which was not playing, and Dr. 
Tanner remarked that he would rather see 
the children play than the fountain. He 
walked back to Clarendon Hall at about 7:30 
o’clock, walked up the stairs into the hall, and 
thence up the gallery stairs to his cot of netted 
cords, on which he lay for a long rest. 

In the record book kept by the watch of the 
United States Medical College, of which Dr. 
Gunn is Dean, appears the following entry, 
made vesterday: 

„9:40 a. m.—A man from Massachusetts 
who claimed to have fasted twenty-one days 
without having taken either food or drink, 
called. He was not allowed to hold conversa- 
tion with or near Dr. Tanner.’’ 

in the record book kept by the physicians 
of the regular school is the following corre- 
sponding entry: 

**9:40 a. m.—A gent claiming to be a faster 
(twenty-one days), coming all the way from 
Massachusetts, was not allowed to converse 
with or go near the faster.“ 

After this man went away he complained 
that he had sent his card to Dr. Tanner, and 
expressed the wish to feel his pulse, and oth- 
erwise make a professional examination of his 
condition, but that his request was refused. 
He was not allowed toenterthe gallery in 
which Dr. Tanner was lying on his cot. He 
was obliged, he complained, to make his 
diagnosis from a distance. He is of opinion 
that if he had been allowed to go close to Dr 
Tanner he could have decided the point 
whether be had taken food recently or not. 
From the refusal to admit bim he inferred 
that Dr. Tanner had some secret way of tak- 
ing nourishment. He challenged a repitition 
by Dr. Tanner of the feat at some future 
time, under conditions to be prescribed by 
bim, and in such a case be says he will 
risk from $1,000 to $,000 that Dr. Tanner wil 
either break down or be proved a fraud. 
Subsequently, when Dr. Tanner was informed 
of what this visitor had said, he remarked: 

**[ won’t submit to examination by everv- 
body that comes here. I Won't be examined 
except at regular hours. I think the persons 
who are watching me are quite capable of 
making proper examinations. I did not want 
to be troubled by that man after I had seen 
his card, which I took the trouble to keep. 
He is one of these itinerant doctors.’’ 

The following is a copy of the card: 

Dr. O. Fitzgerald, physician and surgeon, 
at House, Boston, the first ten davs of 
every month: the llth and 12th at Ho- 
tel, New York City, and the last five days at 
Dexter, Me. Examinations free of charge. 
Office hours 9 to 12, and 2 to 4. 

The scales on Saturday evening showed 
that Dr. Tanner had lost 20 1-4 pounds since 
the beginning of his fast on the noon of Mon- 
day, June 28.

At noon the faster’s pulse was 100 but his 
temperature was only 98°, At 2 o’clock 
Dean Gunn, of the United States Medical Col- 
lege, came on duty. To him Dr. Tanner said 
that he felt well, but that the newspapers had 
used him rougbly. 

Dean Gunn remained on duty until 7 o’clock 
when he was relieved by Prof. Wark and 
Dr. E. P. Miller, who, 1t is said, has fasted 
twenty-two days. After Dr. Tanner had re- 
turned from his walk in Union square hiscom- 
panion, Prof. Wark, asked him whether he 
thought he could hold out for the proposed 
forty days.

At neon to-day Dr. Tanner will have com- 
pleted two weeks of his proposed forty days’ 
fast, unless he abandons the test in the mean- 
time.

This “frugal repast’’ consists of eight or nine 
dishes a la Francaise, choice wines, and an 
excellent dessert, all served in a style of lord - 
v luxury. The servants wear rich liveries, 
the plates are silver and gold, and the vessels 
of crystal and porcelain are chef d’euvres of 
art. But there is no absurd nonsense of eti- 
quette; the conversation is free and unre- 
strained; and everybody does and says what 
he likes. For the rest, there are few signs of 
luxury. The furniture of the villa is ex- 
tremely simple, and, though the personnel of 
the household is numerous, there is no uane- 
cessary display. As tothe Khedive’s present 
income, little is known. If not excessive, it is 


at least plentiful, for his expenditure must be

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INVOLUNTARY STARVATION. 
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Statistics that Dr. Tanner Might Profit- 
ably Ponder and Remember. 
From the London Morning Post, July 1.) 


A Parliamentary return is annually publish- 
ed ot the Deaths from Starvation” in the 
Metropolitan District, and looking over those 
of the last few years it will be seen that the 
number given varies considerably. Last year 
it waseighty. Now, these returns are of cases 
in which inquests have been beid and the ver- 
dict of the Coroners’ juries recorded, and even 
if we take the lowest number given for any of 
the last ten or twenty years, it ie painful 
enough to reflect that any approximation to 
such number should be possible. At the same 
time, however, there is hardly justification in 
these returns for the sensational articles 
which are constantly written on these 
‘Deaths from Starvation’’ as a scandal to our 
Obristianity and civilization, and as hideous 
examples of the inhumanity of the richest 
city inthe world. The returns themselves 
distinguish between those from actual “star- 
vation’’ and those accelerated by privation,”’ 
though the relative numbers of each are not 
given. But the distinction is a most impor- 
tant one, as the expression ‘‘accelerated by 
. covers a very wide and indefinite 

eld, and certainly reduces the deaths from 
“starvation”? to a very small 
proportion of the total returned. That 
deaths from sheer want of the abso- 
lute necessaries of life do occur, both in 
London and the provinces, it would be idie to 
deny; but it may be denied that any great pro- 
portion of these, or of those ‘accelerated by 
privation,” can fairly be charged against our 
civilization and humanity, the laws ofthe 
country, or society in general. Privationisa 
relative term, and doubtless many lives might 
yearly be saved if expensive medicines and 
— 1 nutritives, combined with skilled 
and assiduous nursing, were at hand; but as 
long as the world lasts there will be in every 
community a large number of poor persons 
who, When suffering from illness or debility, 
cannot command what they really require, 
and their deaths may be said to be more or 
less accelerated by privation. And there are 
mauy cases in Which disease bas made such 
progress that no amount of what may 
be called the luxuries of ill- 
ness would prevent its being fatal. 
The Coroner’s returns too often show 
that drink and want,“ bad air,” bad at- 
tendance,’’ “exposure to cold,“ “improper 
feod,’’ anda variety of other concomitants 
contribute to swell the total of ‘starvation’? 
deaths, while a large proportion of infantile 
deaths come under the same heading, a fact 
which of course materially affects the signifi- 
cance of the statistics considered from an 
ordinary point of view. Thereis another de- 
ductionto be made fromthe deaths we are 
considering in the cases of poor persons who 
absolutely refuse to let their poverty be known 
or to take advantage of the provision made by 
law, and gradually succumb to the privations 
they undergo. We should be sorry to 
say a word against the honorable spirit of in- 
dependénce which prevents many persons 
from applying for relief, even in the greatest 
necessity,but when death directly or indirect- 
ly results from the refusal to make applica- 
tion it is unjust to charge the law or society 
with the fatality. There is yet another ciass 
of “starvation’’ deaths which every year con- 
tributes to the totals of the returns, and may 
be referredto acertain obliquity of mind on 
the part of sufferers. The number of such 
cases may not be very great, but every year 
there are some persons who, through perver- 
sity oftemper, obstinacy, imbecility, quasi- 
madness, Or a miserly penuriousness of hab- 
its, deny themselves to a great extent of the 
proper necessaries of life, refuse to take medi- 
cine, or utterly neglect themselves as regards 
the laws of health, and so eventually compass 
their own destruction; and yet these cases, 
when inquests are held, are constantly as- 
sociated with the verdicts which swell 
the returns we are speaking of, and are quet- 
ed reflecting onthe constitution of modern 
society. And yet, once more, there are the 
cases of those who, though they donot re- 
fuse to accept out-door relief, yet cannot be 
induced to enter the work-house or infirmary 
when they have arrived at a time of life or 
stage of health whenthe out-door relief in 
way A or kind is absolutely inadequate to 
keep body and soul together. Atlength na- 
ture fails, and if suddenly at last death over- 
takes them and an inquest becomes necessary 
the starvation or semi-starvation verdict is 
given, whereas these deaths may really be 
said to have been as voluntary as those of the 
persons above mentioned, which have a sui- 
cidal character attached to them.

Mrs. Williams, 
a spiritualist, and Miss Griftin, a school teach- 
er, call upon him occasionally, and two col- 
ored preachers give him religious consola- 


on. 

Talking with a visitor last night, who asked 
whether he took any interest in politics, Cox 
said: ‘Il shall be in a few days where they 
don’t have any need of politics. It’s ver 
strange to me to be locked up in a cell. 
never was in prison before, except during the 
war in a Richmond prison for trying to eseape. 
There are plenty of menin New York who 
know me and would have helped me with 
money, and it’s a wonderful thing to me that 
I should have gotin such a snap as this for 
such a small amount of property. I used 
to belong to the church, but I backslid 
for about a year. never was a 
drinking man. I would not drink a quart of 
liquor in a year. Some ladies who came here 
sent to my mother, wholives in Richmond, 
and offered to bring her up here to see me be- 
fore 1 die. Sheis70 years old, and she said 
she could not stand it. She feared it would 
kill ber. It is a dreadful thing for her that I 
should come to this. Iam the black sheep of 
the family, and the only one of eleven children 
that has gone bad.

MEMPHIS. 

The periodical yellow fever excitement 
has begun. The Swedish bark Excelsior, 
which landed at New Orleans three days 
ago, had on board a sick man who died the 
following day with black vomit. Yester- 
day two more cases deveioped among the 
crew and were transferred to the Quaran- 
te Hospital. The Excelsior came from 
Rio Janeiro, bringing a cargo of coffee. 
The cargo has been fumigated, and the 
sanitary authorities of New Orleans 
have announced their purpose to strictly 
enforce the quarantine regulations against 
all vessels coming from tropical ports. At 
Memphis, as was to be expected, these 
cases have caused much consternation, and 
there: -appears to be an impending panic 
among the citizens who can get away. The 
excitement has been intensified by reports 
of cases in Memphis, and though the popu- 
lar agitation has been somewhat allayed by 
authoritative statements that the city is 
entirely free from all indications of the 
plague, great alarm still exists and may 
culminate in a grand rush to Northern lat- 
itudes any day. The charge is made that 
there is a political plot atthe bottom of 
the present excitement looking to the 
white depopulation of Memphis and the 
carrying of the city at the fall election by 
the Republican blacks. A negro named 
Shaw is the Republican candidate for 
Sheriff. The negro never runs from 
yellow fever, and Shaw’s scheme is 
to get the white voters away un- 
til after the election. The story 
is plausible, and the conspiracy 
is worthy of the average Southern Repub- 
lican leader. Forthe past year the sani- 
tary precautions have been of the most 
extraordinary kind, and the health of the 
city is reported to be better than it ever 
was before. Even the prevalence of the 
scourge at New Orleans should create no 
unnecessary alarm. The disease has been 
epidemic in the Gulf States fifty times 
when not a case appeared in Memphis. 
An exodus of the business population 
would be ruinous, and at this time unjusti- 
fiable. Memphis has been greatly afflicted 
in the past, and her uneasiness is quite 
natural, but until danger actually presents 
itself her citizens will show their wisdom 
by keeping cool and averting the threat- 
ened panic. 


RUNNING TOO FAST. 

The collision on Eleventh and Biddle 
yesterday afternoon may yet cost the life 
of a fireman, while only the greatest good 
luck saved the three men on engine 
No. 17 that went over the Eleventh street 
embankment last night. It is nobody’s 
fault that we have not three or four fami- 
lies to provide for this morning; three or 
four vacancies in the department to fill up; 
three or four men to bury with appropriate 
honors for having died in the discharge of 
duty; and this possibility should 
certainly awaken the people of St. 
Louis to the necessity of doing 
something to lessen the danger 
and secure the lives of men who have prov- 
ed themselves too valuable and too effi- 
cient to be recklessly wasted im the happy- 
go-lucky way now in vogue. A young man 
with a milk wagon, under the pres- 
ent dispensation, can exercise his invalu- 
able privilege as a sojourner in St. Louis 
to turn out the Fire Department, jeopard- 
ize thousands of dollars’ worth of 
property, and what is more valuable 
than any amount of property, the 
lives of gallant men, simply because he 
brings his judgment to bear on a blazing 
chimney that went out before the engines 
could reach it. This is all wrong and 
should be impossible. The percentage of 
false alarms is utterly beyondreason. Five 
per cent spring from no cause 
whatever, and the necessary perils 
which the men are called upon to brave 
are unnecessarily increased by the igno- 
rance and stupidity of those who summon 
the whole life and property-saving force of 
the city to a blaze that might be covered 
witha teacup. If it were not that the peo- 
ple have been educated into letting the Fire 
Department do everything for them, while 
their function is confined to looking on 
and getting in the way, there would not be 
80 many useless alarms. 

Chief Sexton has worked the force up to 


| 


a point that is a credit to him and to St. 
Louis. There is nothing more to be done in 
the direction of quick, gallant and effect- 
ive service. He and his trained aids should 
now exert their talents in putting more 
safeguards about the lives of the men. 
Something also should be done for the 
citizens who are at the mercy of the wild 
tornadoes which sweep through the streets 
every time the fire-bells ring. As the mat- 
ter stands now the people are exposed to 
a great many risks which are foolish and 
unnecessary, and it ought not to take 
sharper lessons than those we have had] to 
point out the weak places in our system.

COL. CRITTENDEN AND THE CONFED- 
ERATES. 


An Old Letter of Senator Vest that Becomes 
New and Interesting. 


SEDALIA, June 28, 1872. 

COL. D. C. STONE—My DEAR SIR: Your letter 
of the 24th inst. has been received, inquiring 
ot me in regard to the statement now being 
made about Col. Crittenden’s eourse towards 
Southern men since. the wir. This is not the 
first letter I have received upon this subject, 
and so well satished au I that gross injustice 
is being done Col. Crittenden by the reports 
you al'ude to, that I take the greatest pleasure 
in answering your letter, and in authorizing 
you to use my reply as you may think proper. 

For. more thun twenty-five years Col. Crit- 
tenden and myself have been intimate friends, 
and whilst we espoused opposite sides during 
the war, that difference of opinion has never 
in any degree affected our personal relations. 
I take it for granted that, duringthe war, he 
may have said and done things which he would 
not have said or donein time of peace. Who 
of us, upon either side, can say otherwise of 
ourselves? But that Crittenden ever deliber- 
ately did a mean or cruel act is to me incredi- 
ble. His whole life is in contradiction to such 
conduct, and it would require a vast amount 
of evidence to convince me that he had at any 
time forgotten his lineage, education and 
natural instincts, and become a tyrant or 
oppressor. 

Alter the close of the war, when Frank Blair 
canvassed the State at the risk of his life, and 
when old Stephens sprang upon the platform 
at Warrensburg to assassinate Blair during his 
speech, Crittenden yurappled with him, aud, in 
fact, saved Gen. Blair’slife. Noris this the 
only instance in which Uo). Crittenden braved 
avy and all consequences in defense of Demo- 
cratic friends and in opposition to the ostra- 
cism and intolerance of the Radical party. 

In this connection, without Col.{Crittenden’s 
consent or knowledge, I take the liberty of 
stating his conduct toward myself. When! 
returned from the South atthe close of the war, 
and without a dollar in the world, Col. Crit- 
tenden wrote to we, without any upplieation 
on my part, and offered me all the pecuniary 
assistance in his power, without interest or 
security, and afterwards, when I was involved 
in a serious difficulty on account of my politi- 
cai course, he came to Sedalia and stood by me 
as faithiuily and truly as if he had been my 
brothec. l make these statements not to ad- 
vance Col. Crittenden’s political projects, but 
in simple justice to my personal friend, from 
whose side Ido not propose to recede in any 
emergency.

Ten Millions in Flowers.

In no city of the world, probably, are flowers 
used in such profusion as they are in New 
York. They are regarded as indispensable to 
every occasion; they literally strew the way 
from the bridal tothe tomb, and are heaped 
up at all intermediate pausing-plaves. The 
demand tor flowers hus grown with our general 
extravagance. The sale for New Year’s Day, 
1814, at what was then the largest shop here, 
amounted to only S200, aud in the whole town 
to not more than $1,000. Now the sale of 
flowers for bouquets and decoration on that 
day reaches, it is said, $50,000, and their sale 
during the entire year aggregates millions of 
dollars. Witbin a radius of twelve miles 
in the municipal limits it is estimated 
that there are fully 500 floral estab- 
lish ments, and that the capital in- 
vested in land, buildings and stock is not less 
than $8,000,000 or $10,000,000. The green- 
houses in which flowers sold are cultivated are 
on the upper part of Manhattan Island,in Hud- 
son county, N. J., on Staten Island, and at 
the Long Island villages near this city. The 
rich otten spend for a grand entertainment 
$1,000 tor flowers alone, und persons in com- 
paratively moderate cireumstances spend $100 
to $200 to decorate their houses at an impor- 
tantifestivity.Flowers are an inseparable part 
of the social machinery ofthe Metropolis. At 
every dinner, reception, wedding, funeral, at 
every coming and every going, flowers area 
prominent and conspicuous feature. Florais 
one ofthe most wicely recognized deities of 
Manhattan. In old Rome, the Floralia were 
celebrated from April 28th to May list. In 
New York, they last from January Ist to De- 
cember 3st.

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BARGE NO. 52. 


It Runs Against a Bridge Pier and Sinks 
in the Middle of the River. 


— 


Total Loss of Nearly 35,000 Bush- 
els of Corn, Worth $13,000. 


Full Aecount of the Accident—State- 
ment of the Engineer and Eye-Wit- 
nesses—Insurance, Etc. 


A serious accident occurred on the river to- 
day, opposite the foot of Washington avenue. 
About 8:30 a. m. barge 52, belonging to the 
Mississippi Valley Trausportation Company, 
having loaded at the Advance Elevator on the 
other side of the river, started down 
stream. The tug Jos. Gart · 
side, belonging to the Gartside 
Company, had the barge intow. The in- 
tention of the engineer was to round and pass 
under the center arch ef the bridge. He 
missed his calculations badly, however, for 


the un banged up against the east pier of 
tbe ridge and sank in a very 
short time. Little information could 
be had at the office of the 
Transportation Company in relation to the 
barge’s cargo except that it was heavily 
laden, containing 30,000 bushels of corn. 
The barge is one of the largest owned by the 
ae and was loaded almost to the water’s 
edge. Hence the engineer explains it was 
very unwisely and hard to handle. 
The current drove it sideways against the 
bridge, despite all efforts to prevent it. A 
call at the office of the Transpj10ation Com- 
pany failed to find the superintendent, but 
elicited the information thatthe barge was 
not insured. 
AN EYE-WITNESS. 

Mr. H.T. Stephens was crossing on the 
ferry from East St. Louis at the time the 
barge sank. He saw the entire occurrence. 
He says the barge struck the central pier of 
the bridge with terrible force, and knocked a 
hole in her side. The water rushed in and 
the barge capsized, immediately sinking. 
She turned completely over and went 
down like a stone. Then the 
barge must have gone to pieces, for large 
fragments came to the surface and floated 
down the river. The tugs made no attempt to 
interfere as there, was no possibility of them 
doing any good. 

SUMMARY OF THE LOSS. 

A reporter called at the office of Geo. D. 
Capen & Co., where the property was insured. 
Mr. Capen refused to give any information 
until he had consulted the parties interested 
on bange. When seen then, Mr. Capen 
stated that the barge was No. 52, 1,500 
tons tonnage, oe capacity of 
50,000 bushels. The barge contained 
Mr. Capen said, a little over 30.000 
bushels of corn, valued at $13,000. It was 
shipped by Orthwein & Mersman, who are 
understood to be the owners, though Mr. 
Capen refused to say. The barge was valued 
at $9,000, and was uninsured. It was a com- 
plete wreck, most of it rising to the surface 
and floating away immediately after the acci- 
dent. The corn was insured in the Capen and 
Blossom agencies.

O. D. Tucker Sues Bryan Obear and 
Tom Kelly fer $50,000 Damages.

Pierre Choutean Asks for a Judgment 
Against the Jupiter Iron Works 
for $52,960 50. 


On the 26th day of March, 1877, the Jupiter 
Iron Works, according to a petition filed in 
the Clerk’s office of the Circuit Court this 
morning, entered into the following contract 
with Pierre Chouteau: Chouteau wss to take 
charge of the blast furnace of the Iron Works 
and to operate it to the best of his ability, to 
furnish at his own cost all labor, skilled or 
otherwise, including licensed enginecrs to run 
the machinery and boiler; to pay for unload- 
ing all coal and coke: to have the iron taken 
out of the cast and piled in yards, and to make 
repairs from time to time,except where said 
repairs should require skilled labor. 

his contract was to become operative from 
the day of the lighting and starting the furn- 
ace into operation and to continue in force 
for one year from that date. 

For performing these services Mr. Chou- 
teau was to receive from the Iron Company 
in monthly payments on the 14th day of each 
and every month during the period of one 


year the sum of $2 30 per ton of 2,268 pounds, 


for every ton of iron made by and in said 
furnace during the previous month. 

The Iron Company agreed to furnish at its 
own expense such ores and coal as were best 
adopted for making aud manufacturing the 
metal to be made in and Dy the furnace. 

It was also to furnishPatits own expense, 
men to weigh all materials to be used and to 
pay all clerks employed to assist, in carrying on 
the business. 

At the date this contract was made the fur- 
nace was notin operation, vet Mr. Chou- 
teau, aecording to his petition, by direction 
of the Irom Company, took charge of its fur- 
nace and machinery and advanced a large 
amount of money required to prepare the 
same for use. After such preparations had 
been made aud before lighting said furnace 
the company, owing tothe state of the iron 
market, determined not to start the furnace 
at once, but to await a more proiitable state 
of tbe market, when it was to take charge of 
the furnace in accordance with said contract. 

The furnace remained uvemployed till on or 
about the 34th day of April, 1880, when it was 
lighted aud put into operation. Under the 
terms of the agreement the contract became 
operative from the 24th day of April, 1880, 
and snould have continued so for the year 
thercafter ensuing. 

After setting forth the usual allegation that 
he was ready and willing to perform his part 
of the contract, Mr. Chouteau states that he 
has been damaged to the amount 
of $52,960 50 by reason of the Iron Company’s 
refusal to carry out its part of the contract, 
and petitions the court to give him judgment 
for that sum ugaipst said corporation. 


Orin Tucker in Court. 

Orin D. Tucker, who had a difficulty with 
Bryan Obear and Tom Kelly on the first of 
July, has brought an action against the of- 
fenders , from whom he proposes to recover, 
if possible, $50,000. The following is the 
substance of the petition: 


Plaintiff states that onor about the Ist day 
of July, 1880, Bryan Obear, one of the de- 
fendants herein, secured the services of his 
co-defendant, who is a skilled pugilist and 
prize-fighter, to assault him, the said Obear, 
in perpetrating on plaintiff the assault herein- 
afier fully set forth. Thatto accomplish the 
object aforesaid, defendants watched for 
an opportunity when plaintiff had 
business in the country, whither 
they followed him, watched and 
laid in wait for himin alonely place, where 
they had heard plaintiff would have to pass in 
attending to his business, and then and there 
feloniously and wantonly, having knives and 
revolvers in their hands, jumped on plaintiff 
and struck him repeatedly in the head and 
other portions of the body with their fists and 
pistols, and kicked him in the 
ribs and face, and jumped on 
him until plaintiff was left lying 
msensible on the ground. Defendant Kelly, 
with revolver in hand, drove off and intimi- 
datea by-standers from interfering in plain- 
tiff’s behalf. 

Owing to the beating and assault aforesaid, 
plaintiff received serious and permanent in- 
juries, Was put to large expense in endeavor- 
ing to be cured and was for a long time pre- 
vented from being able to attend to his usual 
business and suffered greatly in the 
esteem and good will of his neighbors 
and business acquaintances in consequence 
of the indignity forced upon him as aforesaid. 
All this to his damage—$50,000—for which 
he asks judgment and casts of suit.
